In that, as 
hereinafter set forth, the time Interven¬ 
ing between the date when information 
upon which this section is based became 
available and the time when this section 
must become effective in order to effec¬ 
tuate the declared policy of the act is 
insufficient; a reasonable time is per¬ 
mitted. under the circtunstances, for 
preparation for such effective time; and 
good cause exists for making the provi¬ 
sions of this section effective not later 
than June 10, 1952. A reasonable de¬ 
termination as to the supply of, and the 
demand for. such peaches must await 
the development of the crop thereof, and 
adequate Information thereon was not 
available to the Industry Committeo 
until June 3, 1952; recommendation as 
to the need for, and the extent of. regula¬ 


tion of shipments of such peaches was 
made at the meeting of said committee 
on Jime 3, 1952, after consideration of 
all available information relative to the 
supply and demand conditions for such 
peaches, at which time the recommenda¬ 
tion and supporting Information was 
submitted to the Department and infor¬ 
mation concerning such recommendation 
was disseminated among growers and 
handlers of such peaches; shipments of 
such peaches are now being made: In 
order to effectuate the declared policy of 
the act, this section should, insofar as 
practicable, be applicable to all ship¬ 
ments of .such peaches during the current 
fiscal period; and compliance with the 
provisions of this section will not require 
of handlers any preparation therefor 
which cannot be completed by the effec¬ 
tive time hereof of this section. 

(b) Order. During the period begin¬ 
ning at 12:01 a. m., e. s. t.

I 206.109 Afore than one trust invest^ 
merit committee, (a) The Board re¬ 
cently considered an inquiry from a na¬ 
tional bank exercising trust powers 
relative to the propriety, under the pro¬ 
visions of § 206.6, of a proposal to create 
two or more trust investment committees 
to share the work involved in discharg¬ 
ing the investment administrative func¬ 
tions required by 1 206.6 (c). The 
Inquiring bank sUted that the volume of 
its trust business is so great that those 
administrative functions required to be

based upon collective judgment cannot 
be efficiently or effectively discharged by 
one committee, and that committee ac- 
tiviUes relating to distinct types of trust 
business, such as pension and profit- 
sharing trusts, might be separated with 
Increased administrative effectiveness. 

(b) The Board expressed the opinion 
that an allocation of administrative 
functions among two or more trust in¬ 
vestment committees is not inconsistent 
with the requirements, the intent or the 
spirit of the applicable provisions of this 
part provided (1) the scope of re¬ 
sponsibilities and functions of such trust 
Investment committees does not extend 
beyond that outlined In paragraph (c) of 
I 206.6 and does not impinge upon the 
primary, directive responsibilities of the 
board of directors; (2) all such trust in¬ 
vestment committees operate under 
clear policy directives from the board of 
directors; (3) effective measures are 
adopted to promote coordination of ac¬ 
tivities of such committees through liai¬ 
son membership or otherwise; and (4) 
the actions of such trust Investment com¬ 
mittees arc subject to review and control 
by the board of directors. 

(c) In commenting on the considera¬ 
tions underlying its views on this ques¬ 
tion, the Board noted that paragraph 

(b) of §206.6 centers in the board of 
directors responsibility for the invest¬ 
ment of trust funds, the disposition of 
trust Investments, the supervision of the 
trust department and the determlnaUon 
of the policies of such department. Par¬ 
agraph (c) of § 206.6 sets forth the ad¬ 
ministrative functions of the trust 
investment committee, and also provides 
that this committee may have such addi¬ 
tional duties relating to the trust depart¬ 
ment as may be prescribed by the board 
of directors. The practices of national 
banks have not been uniform with re¬ 
spect to the creation of committees for 
discharge of the responsibilities and 
functions outlined in paragraphs (b) and 

(c) of 1206.6. Such committees vary 
considerably in name, in composition 
and in the scope and nature of their as¬ 
signed functions. For example, it is not 
unusual for the board of directors of a 
national bank to delegate to the trust 
Investment committee, subject to review 
by the board, authority for general super¬ 
vision of fiduciary activities (| 206.6 (b) 
provisions) in addition to the adminis¬ 
trative functions described in § 206.6 
(c). Under arrangements of this kind, 
of course, the creation of two or more 
trust investment committees would run 
counter both to the purposes underlying 
the provisions of this part and to ac¬ 
cepted organization practice which are 
directed toward a centralization and 
continuity of authority for policy de¬ 
termination and general supervision of 
administrative activities. 

(d> On the other hand, considerations 
relating to the volume or character of 
the trust business of a national bank, or 
the widely separated location of the 
banking offices at which such business is 
conducted, frequently provide reason for 
creating more than one trust investment 
committee, each of which would be 
limited in the scope of Its activities to 
those administrative functions outlined 


In paragraph (c) of § 206.6. It is In 
such cases, and where a distinct separa¬ 
tion Is maintained between directive and 
administrative responsibilities, that this 
ruling is applicable.

This Supplementary Regulation 18 to 
Ceiling Price Regulation 34 establishes 
dollars and cents ceiling prices for open 
and league bowling services supplied by 
bowling alleys situated in the City of 
Baltimore. Maryland. Bowling services 
have been rendered in Baltimore at sub¬ 
stantially uniform prices for many years 
antedating the issuance of Celling Price 
Regulation 34. The piece rates paid pin 
boys by all establishments are identical; 
and w^age rates paid other employees, 
and unit costs of bowling supplies are 
substantially the same. The existence of 
uniform prices and standardized services 
facilitate the establishment of dollars 
and cents ceiling prices. 

A study of the operating costs and 
profit margins of a representative num¬ 
ber of bowling alleys situated In the City 
of Baltimore, accounting for 90 percent 
of total sales, discloses that despite a 
stable volume of sales they are suffering 
an impairment of their normal pre- 
Korean earnings as a result of steadily 
increasing operating costs, particularly 
in the piece rate of pin boys and the cost 
of bowling pins. In addition, a wage in¬ 
crease recently granted to pin boys, 
which has been approved by the Wage 
Stabilization Board, has imposed further 
ffnancial hardship. FaUure to make an 
adjustment in the ceiling prices of these 
establishments would threaten an inter¬ 
ruption in the supply of their services. 
The dollars and cents ceiling prices es¬ 
tablished by this supplementary regula¬ 
tion are deemed the minimum necessary 
to restore these businesses to a flanancial 
position which will assure the continued 
supply of these services. The adjusted 
ceiling prices have been determined in 
accordance with the adjustment stand¬ 
ard of Section 20 of CPR 34. 

This supplementary regulation does 
not apply to any seller of bowling serv-

Ices who has established under Ceiling 
Price Regulation 34 higher prices for 
such services than the dollars and cents 
ceiling prices established by this supple¬ 
mentary regulation.

1518. as amended: 7 U. 8. C. 51 et seq.).

Middling and Good Middling Tinged 
would be changed to descriptive stand¬ 
ards; and the present descriptive stand- 
<^rds (88 27.173 through 27.176) for Strict 
Middling Spotted. Middling Spotted, 
Strict Low Middling Spotted, and Low 
Middling Spatted would be changed to 
physical standards. The size of the 
practical forms (boxes) would be re¬ 
duced to make them more convenient to 
handle without affecting their useful¬ 
ness.

In Organization Statement of the De¬ 
partment of the Navy, published at 16 
F. R. 12573-12590. delete subsection D. 
Bureau of Ordnaytee, of Section VII, 
Naval Technical Assistants, apiDearing at 
16 F. R. 12582, and Insert the following 
subsection in lieu thereof: 

D. Bureau of Ordnance, (a) The 
duties of the Bureau of Ordnance are 
performed under the authority of the 
Secretary of the Navy, and its orders are 
considered as emanating from him. and 
have full force and effect as such (5 
Stat 580 ; 5 U. 8. C. 430). The Bureau 
Is directed by the Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance who Is appointed by the Pres¬ 
ident by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate for a term of four years. 
The Deputy and Assistant Chief per- 
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forms the duties of the Chief In the lat- 
tcr's absence (30 Slat 373; 5 U. 8. C.

(b) The Bureau performs the follow¬ 
ing functions: 

<1) It is charged with and responsible 
for, with respect to vessels and aircraft, 
the design, development, research, oper¬ 
ating standards, manufacture, procure¬ 
ment. maintenance, distribution, issue, 
repairs, alterations, efficiency, material 
efTectlvencss and disposition of all of¬ 
fensive and defensive arms and arma¬ 
ment (Including armor, torpedoes, mines, 
depth charges, pyrotechnics, bombs, 
rockets and certain guided missiles, am¬ 
munition, war explosives, war chemicals,

Part I—Organization 
CKNRRAL 

SxenoN 1. Creation and authority. 
The Atomic Energy Commission was 
established by the Atomic Energy Act of 
1946 (60 Slat. 755; 42 U. 8. C. 1601 et 
seq.). approved August 1.1946. Pursuant 
to section 9 (a) of the act. certain In¬ 
terests, property, and facilities of the 
Government, including interests, prop¬ 
erty. and faciliUefl of the Manhattan 
Engineer District, were transferred to 
the Commission December 31, 1946, by 
Executive Order 9816 of the same date. 

Ssc. 2. Purpose. It Is the purpose of 
the Atomic Energy Commission under 
the Act to effectuate the declared policy 
of the people of the United SUtes that, 
subject at all times to the paramount 
objective of assuring the common de¬ 
fense and security to carry out the de¬ 
velopment and utilization of atomic 
energy so that as far as practicable it 
will be directed toward improving the 
public welfare, increasing the standard 
of Uvlng, strengthening free competition 


in private enterprise, and promoting 
world peace. 

Sic. 3. Programs. The act provides 
for the following major programs relat¬ 
ing to atomic energy: 

(a) A program of assisting and foster* 
ing private research and development to 
encourage maximum scientific progress; 

(b) A program for the control of 
scientific and technical information 
which will permit the dissemination of 
such information to encourage sdentitlc 
progress, and for the sharing on a re¬ 
ciprocal basis of information concern¬ 
ing the practical Industrial application 
of atomic energy as soon as efTecUve and 
enforclble safeguards against its use 
for destructive purposes can be devised: 

(c) A program of federally conducted 
research and development to assure the 
Government of adeqimte scientific and 
technical accomplishment; 

(d> A program for Government con¬ 
trol of the production, ownership, and 
use of fissionable material to assure the 
common defense and security and to 
insure the broadest possible exploitation 
of the fields; and 

(e) A program of admlnisUaiion 
which will be consistent with the fore¬ 
going policies and with International 
arrangements made by the United States, 
and which will enable the Congress to 
be currently informed so as to take fur¬ 
ther legislative action as may hereafter 
be appropriate. 

8xc, 4. Operations. The operatiom 
of the Commission are carried out 
largely by industrial concerns and by 
private and public institutions under 
contract with the Commission, in ac¬ 
cordance with the requirements and 
policies established by the Commission 
pursuant to the Atomic Energy Act. 
Some of the principal production and 
research and development activities are 
conducted by contractors in facilities 
owned by the Commission. Major pro¬ 
duction facilities owned by the Commis¬ 
sion are located at Oak Ridge, Tennes¬ 
see. and Hanford. Washington. Pro¬ 
duction facilities at sites near Paducah, 
Kentucky, and Aiken. South Carolina, 
are under construction. Major research 
and development facilities owned by the 
Commission are the Ames Atomic Energy 
Laboratory at Ames, Iowa: the Argonne 
National Laboratory at Chicago. Illinois; 
the Brookhaven National Laboratory at 
Upton, Long Island, New York; the 
Knolls Atomic Power Laboratory at 
Schenectady, New York; the Los Alamos 
Scientific Laboratory at Los Alamos. 
New Mexico; the Mound Laboratory at 
Mlamlsburg, Ohio; the Oak Ridge In¬ 
stitute of Nuclear Studies at Oak Ridge. 
Tennessee; the Oak Ridge National lab¬ 
oratory at Oak Ridge. Tennessee; the 
Radiation Laboratory at Berkeley. Cali¬ 
fornia; the Reactor Testing Station at 
Idaho Falls. Idaho; the Rochester Atomic 
Energy Project at Rochester, New York; 
the Sandia Laboratory at Albuquerque. 
New Mexico; the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. Los Angeles. Atomic Energy 
Project at Los Angeles. California; and 
the Westinghouse Electric Corporation. 
Atbmlo Power Division, at Pittsburgh. 
Pennsylvania. 
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Sec. 11. General outline of organiza^ 
tion. This section outlines the principal 
elements of the Commission’s organiza¬ 
tion. which is described in greater detail 
in sections 21 to 53. inclusive. 

(a) The Commission is composed of 
five members, one designated as Chair¬ 
man. all appointed by the President by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. The Commissioners confer and 
act as a body on important matters of 
policy, programs, and administration. 

(b) The General Manager, appointed 
by the Commission, is the principal 
executive and administrative officer of 
the Commission. 

(1) The General Manager is respon¬ 
sible to the Commission for the formula* 
tion of policies and programs by the 
Commission's divisions. Three of the 
six program divisioDS. the Divisions of 
Research. Production, and Military 
Application, were established by the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1946. The Divi- 
sions of Reactor Development. Biology 
and Medicine, and Raw Materials have 
since been established by the Commis¬ 
sion to meet changing reqtiirements of 
the work. 

(2) The General Manager is assisted 
in his executive and administrative 
duties by the Deputy General Manager, 
the Assistant General Manager for Man¬ 
ufacturing. the Office of Special Projects, 
the Operations Analysis Staff, the Office 
of Industrial Development, the Office of 
the General Counsel, the Director of 
Intelligence, the Office of Classification, 
and by the Divisions of Finance. Con* 
struction and Supply, Organization and 
Personnel. Information Services, and 
Security. 

(O Certain executive and administra¬ 
tive functions have been delegated by the 
General Manager to the division direc¬ 
tors. particularly to the Directors of 
Production. Military Application. Raw 
Materials, and Reactor Development. 
The Director of Production is responsible 
for the Operations Offices at New York. 
New York: Oak Ridge. Tennessee: Han¬ 
ford, Washington; Aiken. South Caro¬ 
lina; and the San Francisco Area Office 
at San Francisco. California. The Di¬ 
rector of Military Application^is respon¬ 
sible for the Operations Office at Albu¬ 
querque, New Mexico. The Director of 
Reactor Development is responsible for 
the Operations Offices at Chicago. Il¬ 
linois; Schenectady. New York; and 
Idaho Falls. Idaho. The Director of 
Haw Materials is responsible for the Raw 
Materials Offices at Grand Junction, 
Colorado, and New York. New York. 
These division directors have in turn 
delegated a large measure of executive 
gnd administrative authority to the man¬ 
agers of the field offices. The managers 
of the field offices are authorized, with¬ 
in stated limits, to enter into contracts 
on behalf of the Commission, to act as 
representatives of the Commission for 
the administration of contracts executed 
under their authority or assigned to their 
oflkres. and to perform other special func¬ 
tions. 

8zc. 12. Committees. The Atomic En¬ 
ergy Act provides for three permanent 
committees: 


(a) The Joint Committee on Atomlo 
Energy, composed of nine members of 
the Senate and nine members of the 
House of Representatives, makes con¬ 
tinuing studies of the activities of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and of prob¬ 
lems relating to the development, use, 
and control of atomic energy. The Com¬ 
mission keeps the Joint Committee fully 
and currently informed on the activities 
of the Commission. 

(b) The General Advisory Committee, 
composed of nine members appointed 
from civilian life by the President, ad¬ 
vises the Commission on scientific and 
technical matters relating to materials, 
production, and research and develop¬ 
ment 

(c) The Military Liaison Committee 
consists of representatives of the Depart¬ 
ment of Defen.se. and at the present time 
has seven members. The Commission 
advises and consults with the Military 
Liaison Committee on all atomic energy 
matters which the Committee deems to 
relate to military applications, includ¬ 
ing the development, manufacture, use, 
and storage of weapons, the allocation of 
fissionable material for military re¬ 
search. and the control of information 
relating to the manufacture or utiliza¬ 
tion of atomic weapons. The Commis¬ 
sion keeps the Committee fully informed 
of all such matters before it. and the 
Committee keeps the Commission fully 
Informed of all atomic energy activities 
of the Armed Forces. 

COMMISSION HXADQUAITXRS 

Sic. 21. The Commission. The five 
Commissioners are appointed to varied 
terms of from one to five years by the 
President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. One member is 
designated by the President as Chair¬ 
man. The Commissioners establish 
policies and programs pursuant to the 
provisions of the Atomic Ehiergy Act, di¬ 
rect the administrative and executive 
functions of the Commission to be dis¬ 
charged by the General Manager, ap¬ 
point the principal officers of the Com¬ 
mission’s organization, and take such 
other action as may be required to ef¬ 
fectuate the purposes and policies of the 
Atomic Energy Act. 

8zc. 22. Offlee of the General Manager. 
The General Manager is appointed by 
the Commission. The Commission has 
authorized and directed the General 
Manager to discharge those executive 
and administrative functions of the 
Commission which may be necessary to 
carry out the provisions of the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1946. The General Man¬ 
ager is authorized to redelegate such 
authority in writing, with or without 
authority to make successive redelega¬ 
tions. and under such terms, conditions, 
and limitations as he may deem appro¬ 
priate. He is assisted in discharging his 
responsibilities by a Deputy General 
Manager, who is authorized to take ac¬ 
tion for the General Manager on all 
matters falling within the authority of 
the General Manager. 

8zc. 23. Office of the Assistant Gen* 
oral Manager for Manufacturing. The 
Assistant General Manager for Manu¬ 
facturing develops, directs, and coordi¬ 


nates all manufacturing programs of the 
Cdhimission. specifically those of the 
Divisions of Production; Raw Materials, 
and Construction and Supply. 

Sec. 24. Office of the General Counsel. 
The General Counsel advises the Com¬ 
mission directly regarding the interpre¬ 
tation of the Atomic Energy Act of 1946 
and other sources of legal powers, and 
the authority for and legal implications 
of all activities of the Commission. The 
Office of the General Counsel advises and 
assists the General Manager, the divi¬ 
sion directors, and the Managers of 
Operations in all matters of law and 
legal policy. The Office of the General 
Counsel has supervision of the Patent 
Branch, which administers matters 
relating to patents and inventions. 

Sic. 25. Office of the Director of In- 
ielligence. The Director of Intelligence 
advises the General Manager and the 
Commission on Intelligence matters, in¬ 
cluding evaluation of reports, estimates 
of atomic energy developments, liaison 
with other agencies, and related assign¬ 
ments. 

8kc. 26. Office of Classification. The 
Director of Classification administers 
and effectuates the Commission’s pro¬ 
grams for the classification and declassi¬ 
fication of information. 

8ic. 27. Office of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment. The Office of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment aids in promoting and expanding 
Industrial participation In the national 
atomic energy program by making avail¬ 
able to those interested, developments in 
the program which may have applica¬ 
tion in industry. 

Sic. 28. Office 6f Special Projects. 
The Office of Special Projects provides 
the General Manager and the Commis¬ 
sion with staff services related to mat¬ 
ters in which the Commission has nego¬ 
tiations with the Department of State, 

Sec. 29. Operations Analysis Staff. 
The Operations Analysis Staff prepares 
for the General Manager technical and 
economic evaluations of engineering 
problems which concern more than one 
ABC division. 

.Sec. 30. Division of Research. The 
Division of Research develops and super¬ 
vises programs of research in or involv¬ 
ing the physical sciences, including the 
isotopes program, the transfer of pecul¬ 
iar materials and equipment among re¬ 
search Installations, the dissemination 
and use of technical information in the 
atomic energy program, and research 
projects requested by other divisions. 
The Division also ad^nisters the pro¬ 
gram of cooperation with the Office of 
Naval Research, the contracts with the 
National Research Council and the Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear Studies. Inc. 
for a fellowship program, and the ex¬ 
change of technical information with 
the British and Canadian atomic energy 
projects under specially approved gov¬ 
ernmental procedures. 

Sic. 31. Division of Reactor Develop¬ 
ment. The Division of Reactor Develop¬ 
ment develops and directs the program 
for the development of reactors, includ¬ 
ing the equipment and pix>cesses which 
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will make possible their effective and 
safe use; and integrates into this pro* 
gram the special needs of other divl* 
slons. The Director of the Reactor De* 
velopment Division Is authorized to 
make and administer eontxacls, and to 
redelegate this authority, except that 
new or unusual types of transactions are 
subject to prior consideration of the 
Ocneral Manager. 

Sac. 32. Division of EngiTteerinQ. The 
Division of Engineering handles special 
engineering and related problems for the 
Division of Reactor Development 

See. 33. Division of Production. The 
Division of Production develops and di¬ 
rects programs of production of fission¬ 
able materials; manages related AEC 
installations and community activities; 
maintains accountability records of 
source and fissionable materials; and ad¬ 
ministers programs for source materials 
licensing. The Director of Production Is 
authorized to make and administer con¬ 
tracts. and to redelegate this authority, 
except that new or unusual types of 
transactions are subject to prior con¬ 
sideration of the Assistant General 
Manager for Manufacturing. 

Sec. 34. Division of Construction and 
Supply, The Division of Construcilon 
and Supply develops and maintains poli¬ 
cies. procedures, and standards for and 
provides stall supervision of constnicUon 
and related engineering matters; priori¬ 
ties. allocations, and expediting; mobili¬ 
zation plans; production fadliUes; 
licensing and equipment export control; 
transportation; communications; pro¬ 
curement and contracts; storage. uUliza- 
tion. and disposal of materials (other 
than source and fissionable materials and 
weapons oocnponents); equipment; sup¬ 
plies; real estate; records management; 
and provides office services for the Wash¬ 
ington Office. 

See. 35. Division of Raw Materials. 
The Division of Raw Materials develops 
and directs programs of exploration for 
and acquisition and production of raw 
sotu'ce materials, including process de¬ 
velopment and production operations; 
the procurement of certain special ma¬ 
terials; and advises the Assistant General 
Manager for Manufacturing on foreign 
ore prociu-emcnt. The Director of Raw 
Materials is authorized to make and ad¬ 
minister contracts, and to redelegate this 
authority, except that new or unusual 
types of transactions are subject to prior 
consideration of the Assistant General 
Manager for Manufacturing. 

8ec. 36. Division of Military AppUca- 
tion. The Division of Military Applica¬ 
tion directs the research, development^ 
production and testing of atomic weap¬ 
ons; manages related AEC installations 
and communities; and assists in main¬ 
taining liaison between the Atomic 
Energy Commission and the Department 
of Defense. The Director of JdUltary 
Application is authorized to make and 
administer contracts, and to redelegato 
this authority, except that new or un¬ 
usual types of transactions are subject 
to prior consideration of the General 
Manager. 


Sec. 37. Division of Biology and Jlfedi- 
cine. The Division of Biology and Medi¬ 
cine develcH)g and supervises programs 
of research in blolothr. medicine, and 
biophysics at AEC facilities and through 
direct contracts with private institu¬ 
tions; supervises measures to guard the 
health of atomic energy employees and 
the public; maintains liaison with Fed¬ 
eral Civil Defense Administration and 
other Federal agencies on civil defense 
matters; coordinates the procurement 
of radiation detection instruments: and 
supervises fellowship and special train¬ 
ing programs in the life sciences. 

Sec. 38. Division of Security. The 
Division of Security develops and main¬ 
tains policies, standards, and procedures 
to assure the safekeeping of restricted 
d^ta and other classified matter and to 
assure the protection of installations 
and materials of AEC; maintains liaison 
with the Federal Bureau of Investigation* 
the Department of Defense, and other 
agencies as required for the protection 
of restricted data and for the clearance 
of personnel; and operates the security 
program for the Washington Area. 

Sec. 39. Division of Organisation and 
Personnel The Division of Organiza¬ 
tion and Personnel develops and main¬ 
tains the Independent AEC merit sys¬ 
tem through the administration of the 
personnel policy and related procedures; 
provides staff assistanee in all matters 
of organization, management methods, 
contractor personnel administration, 
and safety and fire protection; and pro¬ 
vides personnel services for the Wash¬ 
ington Office. 

Sec. 40. Division of Finance. The 
Controller has direct responsibility to 
the Commission to report the financial 
status of the agency and the results of 
its operations in conformity with gen¬ 
erally accepted accounting principles; 
to detect fraud and improper diversion of 
assets and to prevent such occurrences 
to the extent possible by the mainte¬ 
nance of reasonable accounting and 
business-management controls; and to 
advise on financial Implications of pro¬ 
posed courses of action. As Divi^on 
Director, he is responsible to the Gen¬ 
eral Manager for the performance of the 
Division of Finance. The Division of 
Finance plans, develops, and maintains 
over-all policies and standards for ac¬ 
counting. auditing, budgeting and insur¬ 
ance; plans, develops, and maintains 
procedures for program authorization 
and progress reporting; performs finan¬ 
cial and business management services 
for the Washington Office. 

Sec. 41. Division of Information Serv^ 
ices. The Division of Information Serv¬ 
ices advises and assists the Commission. 
General Manager, and Washington 
principal staff In disseminating scientific, 
technical and general Information aris¬ 
ing from policy determinations and pro¬ 
gram developments In accordance with 
provisions of the Atomic Energy Act of 
1946 and other statutes. The Division 
assists Managers of Operations in com¬ 
plying with the requirements of the 
Commission. General Manager, and Di¬ 
rectors of Program Divisions for coordi¬ 


nation of public end technical informa¬ 
tion programs through advice to their 
public and technical information staffs. 

8ec. 43. Secretary to the Commission. 
The Secretary to the Commission main¬ 
tains official minutes and records of the 
Commission; reviews and processes doc¬ 
uments to be presented to the Commis¬ 
sion; advises the staff, on behalf of the 
General Manager, of Commission deci¬ 
sions and requests; and provides related 
services.

Sec. 45. Chicago Operations Office. 
The Chicago Operations Office, under the 
direction of a Manager of Operations re¬ 
sponsible to the Director of Reactor 
Development, administers contracts for 
research and development programs. In¬ 
cluding those at the Argonne National 
Laboratory: provides management for 
the execution of programs at the Uni¬ 
versity of California at Berkeley, Ames 
Laboratory at Iowa State College at 
Ames. Iowa, the Westlnghouse Company 
at Pittsburgh. Pennsylvania, and the 
Ocneral Electric Company at Lockland. 
Ohio; administers related engineering 
and construction programs; and makes 
or approves purchases, contracts, and 
subcontracts, except that each purchase, 
contract, subcontract, extension, or mod¬ 
ification in excess of $2 million is subject 
to the approval of the Director of Reactor 
Development 

8 tc. 46. Hanford Operations Office. 
The Hanford Operations Office, under 
the direction of a Manager of Opera¬ 
tions responsible to the Director of Pro¬ 
duction. Is responsible for the production 
of fissionable materials and other special 
materials and fabricated items; the 
management of Richland Village; re¬ 
lated engineering and construction pro¬ 
grams; and makes or approves purchases, 
contracts, and subcontracts, except that 
each purchase, contract, subcontract, 
extension, or modification in excess of 
$5 million is subject to the approval of 
the Director of Production. 

8EC. 47. Idaho Operations Office. The 
Idaho Operations Office, under the direc¬ 
tion of a Manager of Operations respon¬ 
sible to the Director of Reactor Develop¬ 
ment, provides for the design, construc¬ 
tion and operation of nuclear reactors 
and facilities and services as necessary; 
manages the National Reactor Testing 
Station and performs other special as¬ 
signed functions: administers related 
engineering and construction programs; 
and makes or approves purchases, con¬ 
tracts, and subcontracts, except that 
each purchase, contract, subcontract, 
extension, or modification In excess of 
$2 million is subject to the approval of 
the Director of Reactor Development. 

Sec. 46. Hew York pperations Office. 
The New York Operations Office, under 
the direction of a Manager of OperaUom 
responsible to the Director of Produc¬ 
tion. provides for receiving and ware¬ 
housing source and other raw UEiaterials. 
processing source materials and other 
raw materials; administers the contract 
for a research and development pro¬ 
gram at the Brookhaven National 
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Laboratory; Is responsible for source 
materW licensing; supervises the St. 
Louis and Cleveland Area Offices; ad¬ 
ministers contracts for research pro-* 
grams In the field of biology and medi¬ 
cine at Rochester, Western Reserve, and 
Columbia Universities; administers di¬ 
rect and contract operations for the con¬ 
struction and operations of the Fernald 
Area Feed Materials Production Center 
at Ross. Ohio; administers related engi¬ 
neering and construction programs; and 
makes or approves purchases, contracts, 
and subcontracts, except that each pur¬ 
chase, contract, subcontract, extension, 
or modification in excess of $2 million is 
subject to the approval of the Director 
of Production. 

Sic. 49. Ook Ridge Operations Office, 
The Oak Ridge Operations Office, under 
the direction of a Manager of Operations 
responsit^e to the Director of Production, 
is responsible for the production of fis¬ 
sionable materials and certain special 
materials and fabricated items; admin¬ 
isters contracts for research programs at 
Oak Ridge National Laboratory and 
other AEC installations administered by 
the Oak Ridge Operations Office; man¬ 
ages the community of Oak Ridge; ad¬ 
ministers the AEC isotope-production 
and distribution program in accordance 
ulth policies of the Division of Research; 
supervises the Dayton and Paducah Area 
Offices; administers related engineering 
and construction programs; and makes 
or approves purchases, contracts, and 
subcontracts, except that each purchase, 
contract, subcontract, extension, or 
modification in excess of $5 million is 
subject to the approval of the Director 
of Production. 

Sic. 50. Santa Fe Operations Office. 
The Santa Fe Operations Office, under 
the direction of a Manager of Operations 
responsible to the Director of Military 
Application, is responsible for research, 
development, production, and testing in 
the field of atomic weapons; supervises 
facilities at Sandia. New Mexico; man¬ 
ages the community at Los Alamos. New 
Mexico; administers related engineering 
and construction programs; and makes 
or approves puixhases. contracts, and 
subcontracts, except that each purchase, 
contract, subcontract, extension, or 
modification in excess of $3 million is 
subject to the approval of the Director 
of Military Application. 

8 xc. 51. Savannah River Operations 
Office, The Savannah River Operations 
Office, under the direction of a Manager 
of Operations responsible to the Director 
of Production, administers assigned pro¬ 
grams for the production of fissionablo 
materials, special materials, and fabri¬ 
cated items; supervises the Dana and 
Wilmington Area Offices; administers 
related engineering and construction 
programs; and makes or approves pur¬ 
chases. contracts, and subcontracts, ex¬ 
cept that each purchase, contract, sub¬ 
contract, extension, or modification In 
excess of $5 million is subject to the 
approval of the Director of Production, 

8 bo. 52. Schenectady Operations 
Office, The Schenectady Operations 
Office, under the direction of a Manager 
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of Operations responsible to the Director 
of Reactor Development, carries out tho 
policies of the Commission for develop¬ 
ment of nuclear reactors in the Sche¬ 
nectady area, including the Knolls 
Atomic Power Laboratory; administers 
related research and development con¬ 
tracts; supervises work in the Schenec¬ 
tady area performed as assistance to the 
Hanford Operations Office; administers

Revised Sheets 77 and 78 to Its FPC Oaa 
Tariff, OrlKinal Volume No. 2, which, 
unless suspended, will become effective 
June 1, 1952. and wlU result in an in« 
crease of approximately $41,800,000, 
l^ed on estimated sales for the calendar 
year 1953. to Its resale customers. 

By such tariff and rate schedules. 
Texas Eastern proposes to Increase the 
rate level of each of its present firm serv¬ 
ices provided by the DCQ. OS and SOS 
Rate Schedules, as well as of its E Rate 
Schedules for emergency service, and of 
the X-12 Rate Schedule under which it 
sells storage gas to New York State 
Natural Gas Corporation. 

If allowed to become effective, the pro- 
pa^ed changes in rates would increase the 
average charges to each of Texas East¬ 
ern’s resale customers, commencing June 
1. 1952. by approximately 10 cents to 14 
cents per Mcf. The distribution of such 
increase among Texas Eastem^s cus¬ 
tomers for the calendar year 1953 is 
shown In Appendix A to this order. 

Texas Eastern proposes other changes 
in some of its existing rate schedules as 
well as in other provisions of the tariff, 
including the General Terms and Condi¬ 
tions and Form of Service Agreement. 
Additionally, Texas Eastern proposes to 
eliminate its I-l Rate Schedule, which 
provides an interruptible service. 

It does not appear that the proposed 
increase in rates and charges and 
changes in tariff provisions have been 
supported as required by section 4 (e) of 
the Natural Gas Act. and such increase 
and changes in tariff provisions may be 
unjust, tmreasonablc. unduly discrimi- 
natory or preferential or otherwise un- 
lawfiil. and may place an undue burden 
upon ultimate consumers of natural gas. 

All of Texas Eastern’s 42 resale cus¬ 
tomers. as well as twelve interested regu¬ 
latory agencies, were invited to submit 
comments with respect to the application 
for the proposed changes In rates. Re¬ 
sponses were received from 20 customers 
and 4 regulatory agencies. Generally, 
these object to the rate increase, to cer¬ 
tain tariit provisions, or request the 
Commission to suspend the proposed rate 
schedules.

On May 1. 1952. Home Oas Company 
filed Its proposed FPC Gas Tariff. First 
Revised Volume No, 1. to become effec¬ 
tive June 1.

Middle South UUlltlcs, Inc. ("Middle 
South"), a i*eglstered holding company. 
ha\1ng filed a declaration with the Com¬ 
mission pursuant to the Public Utility 
Holding Company Act of 1935. particu¬ 
larly sections 6 (a) and 7 thereof with 
respect to the following proposed trans¬ 
actions: 

Middle South proposes to enter into a 
credit agreement with certain banks 
whereby Middle South may borrow from 
lime to time sums not to exceed in the 
(Aggregate amount outstanding at any 
one time $15,000,000. The credit agree¬ 
ment covers two periods, the first one 
terminating two years after the initial 
borrowing or December 31. 1954. which¬ 
ever date is earlier, and the second pe¬ 
riod beginning on the day following the 
expiration of the first period and termi- 
naUng three years thereafter. 

The borrowings will be evidenced by 
promissory notes payable on the last day 


of the first period and bearing interest 
at the rate of 3 percent per aimum. 
During the second period. Middle South 
may renew loans which are outstanding 
at the close of the first period or which 
may be outstanding at the date of any 
renewal during the second period. 
Notes given for such renews will be 
payable not later than the last day of 
the second period and will bear Interest 
at the rate of 3V4 percent per annum. 
The declaration provides that no re¬ 
newals may be made during the second 
period without fmther application to the 
Commission. 

The agreement provides that during 
the first period Middle South will pay a 
commitment fee of Va of 1 per cent per 
annum on the dally average unused bal¬ 
ance of the aggregate .x)mmitments from 
June 1. 1952. which commitments may 
be reduced or terminated by the Com¬ 
pany at any time. 

The declaration states that the pro¬ 
ceeds from the borrowings will be used 
by Middle South to make investments 
in its subsidiaries to assist them in car¬ 
rying out their construction program and 
for other corporate purposes. This con¬ 
struction program is estimated to require 
the expenditure of approximately $65.- 
900.000 in 1952 and approximately $72.- 
000.000 in 1953. and will require new 
financing by the subsidiaries in the esti¬ 
mated amounts of approximately $43.- 
500.000 in 1952 and $46,500,000 In 1953. 

The declaration states that the credit 
agreement has been entered into in order 
to provide the subsidiaries with capital 
in such manner as may minimize the 
cost of financing the construction pro¬ 
gram during the period prior to the time 
when the newly constructed properties 
are put into operation. It is further 
stated that thereafter permanent financ¬ 
ing of the borrowings will be in such 
form as may be advisable and appropri¬ 
ate under the circumstances then exist¬ 
ing.
